He faid, he hoped 
that this Houfe would enter fully into this bufinefs, as it wasa 
meafure fo exceedingly neceffary, and that he would exert e- 
very effort in fapport of it. a’ 

Right Hoa. Mr Pelham faid, that his Excellency had ex- 
preffed affurances of concurring with this Houfe in every mea- 
fure which ean promote the increafe of the woollen manufac- 
ture of this country ; and he has gone further: he has defired 
that the prefent flate of the linen manufaCture may be laid be- 
fore this Houfe, in order that the beft judgment may be form- 
ed of the ftate of the trade of Ireland, He faid, thar the fhort 
time he has been here, mutt apologize for his not knowing fo 
much of the trade here at prefent; bat that his wifhes were to 
promote the welfare of this kingdom, and as far as his {tation 
permitted hiny, he would co-operate with this Houfe in pro- 
moting the intereft of this country. 

Mr Gardiner in reply faid, that all he wifhed to know was, 
whether this fubject had entered into the confideration of ad- 
miniftration, and he was happy now ip learning that it had. 
Hi had mentioned thefe important matters early in the feflions, 
in order to yive gentlemen an opportunity of turning their’ 
thoughts on a fabject of fo much importance to -this nation. 
** I have (fays he) taken into this enquiry the ftate of the 
woollen and cotton manufacture ;’’ but he faid he did not mean 
to confine himfelf to thofe alone, but to take into confideration 
all the goods manufaétured in Ireland.

— It is pas necef- 
fary, that Paglament fhould interfere in this bufinefs, and pafs 
an at, obliging all Banks that iffae notes which circulate as 
cath, to"give notice immediately when any forgery happens, o- 
therwife be made liable to pay the forged notes. , 

By advices from. Portfmouth, we learn that Mr Tracy has 
written tot Admiral-Mottagne, a detail of the accidents which 
have befel him in his atrempts to weigh the Royal George with-
